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Eight-year term 
in Jail for rapist 


A MAN who raped a 
woman with disabilities 
in a public toilet has been 
jailed for eight years. 

Gary Beal, 46, of Bury Road, 
Great Thurlow, was convicted of 
rape, false imprisonment and 
sexual assault following a trial in 
July at Ipswich Crown Court. 

The jury had heard how the 
woman was attacked as she 
walked through a cemetery in 
Haverhill on June 18 last year. 
Beal had pulled her into a public 
toilet, locked the door and raped 
and sexually assaulted her. 

Giving evidence from behind 
a screen, the woman, who is 44 
but has the mental capacity of a 
child, said she had first seen 
Beal in Market Square, 
Haverhill, when he asked if he 
could walk her home, which she 
refused. 

Beal had insisted on following 
the woman despite her telling 
him she did not want him to do 
so. 

The court heard that as the 
woman walked through a 
cemetery, Beal had grabbed her 
before pulling her into a public 
toilet where the attack took 
place. 

She said: “I tried to pull away

but he dragged me into the 
disabled toilet and pulled me on 
to the floor.” 

Explaining why she had not 
reported the incident 
immediately, the woman said 
she had feared people would 
think it had been her own fault. 

Sentencing him, Judge David 
Goodin told Beal: “The offences 
of which you have been 
convicted are serious and lead 
inevitably to a sentence of 
imprisonment.” 

Beal was sentenced to eight 
years for rape and two years for 
false imprisonment which will 
be served concurrently. No 
separate penalty was imposed 
for the sexual assault.

Council will check interest to 
bring back the town’s carnival 


BRINGING back the Haverhill 
carnival was proposed at a town 
council meeting on Tuesday. 

Cllr Brian Hawes called for 
floats to line the streets of the 
town again after a break of two 
decades. 

He said: “Twenty years ago we 
used to have Haverhill Carnival 
and I wanted to build on the 
atmosphere after the Olympic 
Torch relay. 

“Why can’t we investigate the 
possibility?” 

A number of nearby towns put 
on an annual carnival, including 
Saffron Walden, but Haverhill 
councillors said these are often 
organised by groups such as the 


rotary club, not the town 
council. 

Cllr Maureen Byrne said she 
remembered the carnival when 
she first moved to Haverhill but 
felt health and safety legislation 
had made the idea too costly. 

She said: “I think it's good to 
look at it but I think the expense 
would be too much for us to 
finance it.” 

She suggested a carnival 
without floats as a way of cutting 
costs. 

Cllr Les Ager was also 
interested in the idea but said 
the route would need to go 
through the High Street and not 
around the town. 


He said: “People won’t come 
into the town if the floats go past 
their houses. 

“I think people should come to 
the carnival so there are money¬ 
making opportunities for local 
shops.” 

Concerns were raised about 
whether staff at the council 
would be overstretched if they 
had to help organise a carnival. 

The town council nominated 
Cllr Hawes to write to local 
organisations and see if there 
was enough interest in the town.

Prison worker is 
jailed after bid to 
smuggle drugs 

TWO men involved in smuggling 
heroin into Highpoint Prison have 
been jailed. 

Prison worker Alex Sheppard, 22, 
was sentenced to 28 months’ 
imprisonment for attempting to 
smuggle one package of heroin and 
one package of cannabis to serving 
prisoner Adam Bloy, 25. 

Bloy received six years at the 
hearing on Monday at Ipswich Crown 
Court after both had pleaded guilty to 
two offences of conspiracy to supply 
controlled drugs. 

After hearing evidence from a 
senior prison officer, fudge fohn Holt 
said he believed Sheppard had been 
threatened by Bloy, which resulted in 
him attempting to smuggle in drugs. 

Sheppard, of lohn Davis Way, 
Watlington, near King’s Lynn was 
caught on May 27 last year as he 
arrived for a night shift at HMP 
Highpoint, near Haverhill. 

During a spot check, guards found 
he was carrying one package of 
heroin and one package of cannabis 
in his rucksack. The intended 
recipient of the drugs was Bloy, of 
Woodward Avenue, King’s Lynn, who 
was serving a sentence for robbery. 
The court heard that Sheppard 
owned up immediately to senior 
prison officer Andrew Stone, who 
said he appeared to be anxious and 
\had asked for protection for his 
family, claiming someone had come 
to their home earlier in the day and 
made threats. 

Bloy alleged that Sheppard was 
smuggling in the drugs to him in 
return for the promise of a cash 
payment of £300. 

Bloy said that Sheppard, who was 
in financial difficulties, had seemed 
“quite happy” to do it. 

Judge Holt said he believed that 
Sheppard would never have received 
the payment even if he had been 
successful in smuggling the drugs 
into the prison for Bloy.

Change to our High 
Street is not a threat 

Sir, I read with interest the views on the High 
Street expressed in last week’s Haverhill Weekly 
News letters page. 

Dennis Richard asks how many were surveyed by 
the town council in reaching a figure of 70% in 
favour of pedestrianisation from 10am to 4pm. 
The answer is 754, or just over 3% of the 
population. It might not seem many, but rest 
assured that it’s a much bigger sample than 
would be needed to show that it represents the 
view of the town. I could give a detailed 
statistical explanation, but to save you the 
boredom, I can confirm that by the time we had 
spoken to 200 people the patter of 70% in favour 
was clear and did not move significantly from 
then on. 

We could have contacted all 25,000 residents at 
huge expense, but I can say with confidence that 
the outcome would have been the same. Rest 
assured there were no lies, Dennis, just a much 
bigger sample than yours. 

Given this great majority view in the town, the 
question is no longer whether to pedestrianise; 
we now need to consider how and when, taking 
account of the needs of traders, blue badge 
holders and other interests. The town council’s 
view is that change is not a threat to our High 
Street - it is failure to change, to adapt to the new 
challenges presented by out-of-town and online 
shopping that will lead to further decline. What 
we have in our favour is a town centre that could 
offer everything we need in a relaxed and 
friendly setting. To reach that goal we need a 
wider range of shops. People will only come to 
Haverhill if the environment is right for shoppers 
and we provide a shopping area that is safe to 
walk around, without having to negotiate an 
endless stream of moving and parked vehicles. 
You only need to shop on a Saturday to see how 
much better our town centre could be. 

As for the immediate problems of illegal parking, 
and use of the High Street as a cut-through, the 
town council is working with the police and 
other agencies to find a workable and affordable 
solution. We think the answer is to stop it at its 
source, by preventing unauthorised driving 
along the High Street in the first place rather 
than by punishing people after they have done it. 
We agree with Mr Twinn, who rightly points at 
the lack of determination to see this issue 
through over many years, and we will continue 
to press the county and borough councils (who 
have the power and the money to make 
pedestrianisation happen) to deliver what 
Haverhill has asked for. Your views, given by our 
substantial survey, represent a major step 
forward in our campaign.

Dr Binu Anand, 
consultant paediatrician, 
said: “Young people with 
Type One diabetes come 
into hospital four times a 
year for a check-up, which 
only gives us a snapshot of 
their condition. 

“We hope that 

developing this new 
technology will not only 
improve their quality of 
life, but also help us to 
monitor their condition 
more fully and minimise 
their chances of 

developing complications 
as they get older.” 

Ideas include an app to 
measure blood sugar and a 
one where diabetics can 
calculate the carbohydrate 
content of food to see how 
much insulin they need.

Unpaid work 
for cannabis 


A HAVERHILL man who grew his 
own cannabis has been ordered to 
carry out unpaid community work. 

Simon Plumridge, 30, of Willow 
Close, was caught when police raided 
a house in the town on fune 13. 

Officers found 11 wraps of cannabis 
with a street value of £165 together 
with three cannabis plants under 
cultivation and which would have 
produced an estimated £360 worth of 
the illegal drug. 

On Monday, Ipswich Crown Court 
heard how plant food, lighting, two 
sets of scales and £170 in cash was 
also recovered. 

Plumridge had pleaded guilty at an 
earlier hearing to possession of 


cannabis with intent to supply and 
production of cannabis. 

After being arrested Plumridge said 
he had purchased 15 wraps of 
cannabis, all for his own use except 
three which he had obtained for a 
friend. 

The plants were being grown 
entirely for his own use. 

Prosecutor Robert Sadd said that 
while Plumridge had a number of 
previous convictions, none had been 
for the offences for which he now 
appeared in court to be sentenced. 

Defending, Richard Potts said, 
while Plumridge had a poor record of 
complying with court orders, he had 
indicated that he was anxious to

co-operate and would take time off 
work as a self-employed pipe fitter 
currently in Cambridge to complete 
his unpaid community work as 
quickly as possible. 

fudge Rupert Overbury imposed a 
12-month community order with a 
requirement for Plumridge to 
complete 60 hours of unpaid 
community work and pay £85 towards 
the cost of the prosecution. 

In addition, Judge Overbury banned 
Plumridge from being in possession 
or use any hydroponic equipment for 
any form of cultivation of plants 
during the next 12 months. All the 
cannabis and equipment seized by 
police will be forfeited.

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Richard has focus on a 
special kind of magic

Despite being registered blind, Richard Morris is a brilliant magician, sings in a band 
and, at the age of 62, has just taken up Aikido. Ahead of this weekend’s fundraising night 
in Huntingdon, he tells his story of overcoming disability to ‘fit in with the world’. 
Interview by ALICE RYAN. 


S EEING a magic trick 
performed at close 
quarters - shiny 
coins appearing and 
disappearing at will, just 
inches from your nose - 
is always impressive. But 
when the magician in 
question is registered 
blind, the feat becomes 
breathtaking. 

For Richard Morris, 
better known to his 
friends as ‘Rocky’, such 
sleight of hand is second 
nature. Despite having 
impaired vision since 
birth, and being declared 
blind in his early 40s, the 
62-year-old has been 
performing close-up 
magic since he was a boy 
- and even spent a spell 
as an escapologist, 
freeing himself Houdini- 
style from handcuffs, 
padlocked boxes and 
straitjackets. 

“Perhaps my most 
memorable escape was 
from a locked box with 
dynamite strapped to it; I 
did that at a pub in Ely 
and it attracted quite a 
crowd,” remembers 
Richard. 


“I was handcuffed, put 
into a sack which was 
chained and locked at the 
top, then put into the 
box, which was also 
padlocked shut. The 
dynamite was set to 
ignite when a timer 
reached zero; I made it 
out with a second to 
spare. 

“It must sound a bit 
crazy for a man with 
impaired sight to take up 
magic. 

“But becoming a 
magician, in a way, has 
put me on an equal¬ 
footing with the rest of 
the world. When I was 
small I felt inferior to 
fully-sighted people 
because of all the things I 
couldn’t do, which they 
could do without 
thinking. Now I can do 
lots of things that most 
fully-sighted people can’t. 

“Recently I heard 
someone say ‘If some of 
us could fly, even Usain 
Bolt would seem 
disabled’ and I think 
that’s very true. No matter 
what your disability, you 
can find something 


you’re good at; something 
that makes you feel good 
about yourself.” 

Richard’s parents 
realised he had impaired 
sight when he was a tiny 
baby. Noticing that his 
eyes didn’t latch on to 
faces or toys, they took 
him to the doctor and, 
after numerous tests, he 
was declared totally 
blind. 

At the time, not long 
after the war, Richard’s 
family was living in a 
Nissen hut on Ely Golf 
Course. A flight of five 
stone steps ran up to the 
front door. “One day, 
when I was a toddler, I 
took a tumble from the 
top to the bottom and 
banged my head pretty 
badly. Within a couple of 
days, my parents realised 
I was seeing things; it 
turned out part of my 
sight had come back.” 

Though this was an 
amazing breakthrough, 
Richard says his sight was 
still very poor - and 
began to deteriorate 
again almost straight 
away. By the age of 42, he 


was registered blind and 
given a guide dog; he still 
relies on a dog (currently 
a lovable yellow Labrador 
called Gaston, born and 
trained in Norway). 

He suffers from three 
separate conditions: 
nystagmus (uncontrolled 
eye movement, which 
makes it hard to focus), 
photophobia (extreme 
sensitivity to light) and 
severe myopia 
(shortsightedness). 

“Sitting here now, I can 
see shapes but I can’t see 
any detail, so I couldn’t 
tell you what all the 
shapes are. Because we're 
in my own home, it's 
obviously much easier to 
make out what’s what. 

But if I go outside, even 
on a dull day, my eyes 
can’t handle the light and 
I find it hard to see 
anything. The best time 
of day for me is actually 
dusk.” 

At the age of five, 
Richard was sent away to 
a specialist school. “My 
mother wasn’t that happy 
about it. But in lots of 
ways it was the best 
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thing: there’s no way I 
would have coped in a 
class of 30, trying to see 
past rows of people to 
the blackboard.” 

It was during a school 
holiday, when Richard 
was 11, that a ‘daft uncle’ 
came to stay - and 
introduced his young 
nephew to magic. “I’m 
one of six children, but I 
was the only one that 
really got hooked. He 
could do amazing things 
with a coin, a glass and a 
newspaper, and he also 
did this ‘mind reading’ 
number where he’d lay 
out objects on a table, 
leave the room and ask 
us to touch just one 
thing. He’d come back in, 
feel each object in turn, 
then say ‘It was that one’. 
To me, at 11, it was 
amazing - real magic.” 

Back at school, 

Richard took a slim 
volume out of the 
library: a guide to five 
sleights of hand, 
including famed 
vanishing technique the 
‘French drop’, he pored 
over it for a whole half- 
term holiday - then 
spent the next three 
months honing his skills. 

“Once you know the 
French drop, you can do 
a hundred tricks,” 
explains Richard, 
showing a lOp piece in 
his palm and then, quick 
as a flash, making it 
vanish into thin air. 
“That’s the French drop: 
it’s a classic. One thing I 
struggled with was 
looking guilty: I felt bad 
about pulling the wool 
over people’s eyes 
... in a way, you have to 
learn to be a criminal to 
be a magician.” 

For a painfully shy boy, 
discovering an aptitude 
for magic tricks was a 
revelation in more ways 
than one. “I couldn’t 
even chat up a girl until I 
was 30. Well, no, that’s 
not quite true ... but I 
was horribly shy. I 
realised I could go into a 
room absolutely full of 
strangers, do a trick or 
two and suddenly a 
crowd would gather 
round me. I was still shy, 
but nobody knew it.” 

First pursuing a career 
as an engineer, latterly 
retraining as a 
telephonist, magic 
remained a serious 
hobby for Richard for 
decades. A huge fan of 
Houdini, he spent hour 
after hour teaching 
himself how to escape 
from knotted ropes, 
locked chains, handcuffs 
and a straitjacket. 

“My brother helped 
me a lot with that. At the 
beginning you need 
someone there to let you 
out if you can’t free 
yourself; I think I once 
spent 50 minutes 
wrapped in chains ...” 

Physical fitness and 
dexterity are, adds 
Richard, key: “I have to 
say I wouldn’t attempt it 
now!” 

Coming from a 
musical family, Richard 
also learned sax and 
piano and took up 
singing: he is now lead 
singer of local band Time 


Best friends: Richard with his 


Machine, specialising in 
60s classics. Reading 
music is a struggle - 
Richard commits most 
tunes to memory - but 
he can just about read 
lyrics if they’re printed 
out on a very large scale: 
“When we do gigs I put 
them on a stand in front 
of me; I think most 
people in the back row 
can read them...” 

Richard often cracks 
little jokes at his 
expense. “If you get in 
there first, it puts other 
people off having a go. 
When I was younger I 
have to admit I got into a 
few fights because of 
things people said that 
were supposed to be 
funny; nowadays I just 
tend to say ‘What’s the 
problem? At least I can 
read in the dark’.” 

Although Richard does 
read Braille, he says 
modern technology 
makes standard text far 
more accessible: even his 
iPhone has a handy 
zoom setting. 

Richard and his band 
are about to play at a 60s 
night at Huntingdon’s 
Montagu Club. Held 
both to raise cash for 
charity and give local 
people a good time, the 
event is the idea of his 
wife, Diane. The couple 
met in a pub, thanks to a 
previous guide dog - a 
black Labrador called 
Morris. “I went over to 
talk to the dog, got 
talking to Richard, and 
ended up falling in love 
with them both,” smiles 
Diane. “He really is 
amazing. He doesn’t let 
his disability hold him 
back at all: he’s 62 and 
just taken up Aikido.” 

Diane is a founder 
member of Huntingdon’s 
fundraising group 
Hullabaloo, which 
organises the town’s 
annual 10K run. The 60s 
night is their latest 
project. Raising funds for 
three charities - 
Hinchingbrooke Special 
Care Baby Unit, Young 
Carers and Huntingdon 
Community Radio - the 


guide dog Gaston.

aim is to sell over 200 
tickets. “As well as raising 
money for good causes, 
we want to bring really 
good entertainment to 
local people: the music 
will be fantastic, and it 
should get everyone 
dancing.” 

After being registered 
blind, in the early 90s, 
Richard admits he found 
it hard to get a job - and 
so decided to become a 
magician and performer 
full-time. A favourite at 
parties and charity 
nights, he has a wide 
repertoire of tricks up his 
sleeve and can even 
‘read’ minds. 

A signature trick, of his 
own invention, involves 
asking someone to flick 
through a pack of cards, 
alight on one and hold 
the image of it in their 
mind (while staring into 
his eyes). Next thing they 
know, Richard has 
vanished that one card - 
which then reappears 
under the chair they’re 
sitting on. “I can’t 
possibly tell you how 
that one works,” says 
Richard, with a definite 
twinkle. “To be honest I 
don’t quite know 
myself...” 

“My advice to anyone 
with a disability is ‘Find 
something you’re good 
at’,” Richard concludes. 
“It doesn’t matter what it 
is - music, painting, even 
magic. It will make 
people take you more 
seriously; it makes them 
realise that you are 
capable, that you can 
contribute to society. 

“The world’s not going 
to fit in with you, so you 
have to overcome your 
problems and fit in with 
the world.”

PUPILS AND 
students have just 
begun the first full 
academic year at The 
Castle Partnership 
Academy Trust.

John said he was lucky 
because his cancer was 
discovered early and he was 
operated on at Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital by a Da Vinci Robot, 
a machine which performs 
intricate prostate surgery. 

He said: “I was lucky, but it 
should not be down to luck, 
and need not be if men are 
more aware of the symptoms 
and get the necessary tests 
done as soon as noticed. 

“A simple blood test can be 
used to check the presence of 
the disease and, if caught 
early, there are more treat¬ 
ment options available.”

Initially given the camera to chronicle 
the birth and childhood of his son 
Gibreel, the film captures Gibreel 
growing into a precocious preschooler 
over six years, against the backdrop of 
the many non-violent protests that 
have become an intrinsic part of life in 
Bil’in.

Holy Motors, by French maverick Leos 
Carax {LesAmants Du Pont-Neuf Pola 
X ), was probably the most talked-about 
title at Cannes this year.

The big film 


KILLING THEM SOFTLY 
certificate 18,1 h37m 

CRIME does pay and the price tag is 
your life in this slow-burning crime 
thriller based on the novel Cogan’s 
Trade by George V Higgins. 

Writer-director Andrew Dominik 
transplants the setting of the book 
from 1970s Boston to 2008 Louisiana, 
using the race for the White House 
between George W Bush and Barack 
Obama as a backdrop to the 
skulduggery. 

Low-level crook Johnny Amato 
(Vincent Curatola) learns that mob 
man Markie Trattman (Ray Liotta) 
staged a robbery at one of his own 
card games in order to steal the pot. 
So Amato hatches a cunning plan to 
rob another card game and point the 
finger of suspicion squarely at Markie. 

He hires Frankie (Scoot McNairy) to 



pull off the heist, and he in turn 
recruits unreliable junkie Russell (Ben 
Mendelsohn) as a second gun man. 

Against the odds, Frankie and 
Russell manage to hold up the card 
game without accidentally shooting 
themselves or one of their hostages 
and they make off with the booty. 

Mob go-between Driver (Richard 
Jenkins) calls in hit man Jackie Cogan 
(Brad Pitt) to identify the perpetrators 
and make them pay. 

Naturally, Markie is the prime 
suspect for the robbery but Jackie 
likes to be thorough and he searches 
for other likely candidates, hiring 
another assassin, Mickey (James 
Gandolfini), to do the dirty work. 

When Russell’s drug-addled loose 
lips spill the beans about who really 
knocked off the card game, Jackie 
swiftly moves into action. 

Killing Them Softly is punctuated 


with brilliantly orchestrated and stylish 
explosions of violence, including a 
breathtaking slow-motion car crash. 

Pitt delivers a strong performance 
as the director delves deep into the 
psyches of men who operate on the 
wrong side of the law. 

Indeed, the entire ensemble cast is 
in excellent form, including Gandolfini 
as a hit man who has allowed his 
penchant for booze and women to 
cloud his killing instinct. 

Unlike other film-makers who are in 
a hurry to get to the action set-pieces, 
Dominik allows conversations to 
breathe; veiled threats hang in the air, 
murderous glances are held 
uncomfortably long and every scene 
crackles with tension. 

And we teeter nervously on the edge 
of our seats for the entire 97 minutes.

Adding colour to 
our cooler months 


M Y container tomatoes 
have blight, my 
summer bedding is 
bedraggled and all my pots are 
looking a bit forlorn - so there’s 
no better time to cheer myself 
up with some bright winter 
candidates. 

Autumn and winter don’t have to be 
dull if you have a patio and some pots, 
because even a pot or two of dainty 
violas or a mixture of heathers and red- 
berried evergreens or coloured stems 
will perk up any outside space. 

Autumn leaf colour can be 
spectacular if you plant one specimen 
Japanese maple in a pot, such as 
‘Bloodgood’. 

Skimmia ‘Rubella’ can span three 
seasons, its fat red buds appearing in 
autumn and winter and finally opening 
in spring. Plant it alongside ornamental 
cabbages and kales, whose leaves 
provide a rich tapestry of vivid purples 
and pinks, and you can have a stunning 
container. 

When the sun becomes lower in the 
sky, arrange your pots in the sunniest 
corners near windows, where they can 
be seen from indoors and will provide

mutual protection when it’s really cold. 

Plant containers in autumn with at 
least one long-lasting scheme, including 
such stalwarts as heuchera, ivy and 
skimmia. 

Seasonal accent plants including 
heather and chrysanthemum can also be 
slipped into the display and removed 
when you want to change the look, 
without disturbing the roots of the 
longer-lasting plants. 

When the first frosts arrive, faded 
heathers can be replaced by Skimmia 
japonica subsp. reevesiana, which will 
provide a profusion of red berries, while 
winter-flowering pansies and cyclamen 
will add colour to the arrangement. 

Permanent plants in pots - such as 
skimmia and heuchera - are pretty 


tough and fairly tolerant of weather 
conditions. Autumn-flowering 
chrysanthemums such as the compact 
‘Carnival Bicolour’ will bear masses of 
blooms in September, but will need 
deadheading regularly to prolong 
flowering. 

Plant them in multi-purpose compost 
with added John Innes and don’t overdo 
the watering, keeping it limited to 
around once every two weeks, because 
waterlogged roots will just rot or freeze. 

If you want burnt oranges in autumn, 
choose double daisy-shaped 
chrysanthemums in deep bronzes and 
yellows massed in glazed terracotta 
pots. Contemporary brushed metal 
containers look great in autumn planted 
with deep purple or chocolate leaves of 
heucheras such as H. ‘Chocolate 
Ruffles’ coupled with silver-leaved 
evergreens such as Convolvulus 
cneorum. 

Other great specimens for 
contemporary pots include the tropical- 
looking Fatsia japonica, with its 
gloriously glossy leaves, or with 
dramatic bamboos and ornamental 
grasses. Hanging baskets can be planted 
with an array of foliage plants which 
provide interest throughout the cooler 
months, including the Mexican orange 



blossom (Choisya ternata Sundance), 
whose bright yellow leaves contrast 
effectively with the dark foliage of 
Gaultheria mucronata, which bears 
brightly coloured berries in shades of 
white, pink, red or purple. 

Male and female plants must be 
grown together for fruit to form and it’s 
a good plant for winter interest, 
combining well with other acid-lovers 
like heathers. 

Further colour could be added with 


violas and variegated euonymus, such 
as E. fortunei ‘Emerald ‘n’ Gold’. 

Deadhead violas to promote a long- 
lasting display and ease out the stems of 
the gaultheria to expose the rich berries 
for all to see. Thinking ahead, you could 
also plant some dwarf bulbs in your 
display including irises, fritillaries and 
ipheions in pots, using a gritty, free- 
draining bulb compost, to add a 
welcome splash of colour and herald the 
start of spring.

MORE than two in five 
drivers are illegally using 
hand-held mobiles while 
at the wheel, with some 
even taking pictures of 
crashes, according to an 
AA/Populus survey. 

Of the 42 per cent who used 
mobiles while driving, 60 per 
cent said it had distracted 
them. 

As many as 74 per cent of the 
21,000 drivers polled said they 
had seen others using mobile 
phones on some or most 


journeys, with 25 per cent 
seeing mobile use on all trips. 

Around 20 per cent admitted 
using a mobile to send a text, 4 
per cent checked emails and 2 
per cent even sent emails while 
at the controls. 

Two per cent read Twitter or 
Facebook updates while at the 
wheel and 1 per cent even 
tweeted while driving. 

The AA said police in 
Northamptonshire recorded 80 
drivers using phones or 
cameras to photograph 
emergency services attempting 
a four-and-a-half-hour rescue 


of a 21-year-old driver trapped 
in her crashed truck on the Ml 
last month. 

AA president Edmund King 
said: “Drivers need to 
concentrate on driving rather 
than be distracted by their 
digital technology. Our 
research shows that some 
drivers are now using their 
smart phones for more than 
talking on the move. It is really 
not smart to talk, text or tweet 
on the move. 

“Digital rubber-neckers who 
photograph crashes really are 
morbid voyeurs who should be 


concentrating on the road, not 
the victims of crashes. It 
beggars belief that these 
macabre motorists should put 
their lives and others at risk 
through their lust for twisted 
metal. 

“We would like to see the 
police target more mobile 
phone abusers so that the 
message gets out that it is not 
worth hanging on the 
telephone while driving. 

“However, we have seen a 29 
per cent reduction in traffic 
police in the last decade so 
their resources are stretched.”
